2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to show or to suggest, either alone or in combination, the steps of the claimed 
invention. Although the deposition of an oxynitride layer on a Ge-based material is disclosed in 
the prior art, the claimed two step process to deposit the oxynitride is not disclosed, including the 
nitrogen incorporation underneath the first surface of the Ge-based material, followed by the 
oxidation step, the concentration of the nitrogen and the thickness of the oxynitride to be 
between 0.5 nm and 5 nm of the EOT.
